of a bill for establishing a naval 
air base on tho Pacific coast at a 
cost of about $5,000,000., 
Th© bill 
authorizes the 
secre­ 
tary of navy to appoint a board 
of naval officer* to examine and 
report 
upon 
such 
locations ae 
deemed most desirable 
for 
the 
air base. 
It also authorizes the secretary 
to secure an option at a cost of 
125,000 for i dilating establishm ent 
and an 
initial 
appropriation 
of 
$2,000,000 to s ta rt the work on the 
base. 
Wilbur explained in his m essage 
to the house that a large Pacific 
coast base w as necessary because 
of the two new rigid airship*'now 
under construction for the 
navy 
departm ent. 
A tra c t on the Irvine ranch, lo­ 
cated east of the 
O range 
county 
airport, 
has 
been 
offered 
the 
governm ent as a site for a dirig ­ 
ible base. 
S ecretary W ilbur has 
com m ented to S an ta A na men on 
his fam iliarity w ith th e location 
and is known to have expressed 
preference for S outhern California 
as location for the base. 
O ther officials of the navy, and 
men who will have som e influence 
in determ ining the site, have in­ 
spected the property here.

DR. RAY LYMAN WILBUR 


THE NICARAGUAN CANAL 


A resolution providing $150,000 for investigation 
of the Nicaraguan canal project by army engineers 
was barely prevented from passing the Senate one 
day last week by Senator Vandenburg’s insistence 
that the reapportionment bill be considered first. 
Members of the House and the Senate are reported 
to be unanimously in favor of the passage of the 
measure. 
It will be recalled that in the famous Bryan-Cham 
orro treaty signed in 1915, the Uinted States paid 
Nicaragua $3,000,000 for an option on the canal 
route. 
It is interesting to note, in anticipation of 
this $150,000 investigation, some of the things we 
already have been told about the Nicaraguan canal 
and our need for it or absence of need. 
It is esti­ 
mated by the Panama canal authorities that that 
canal will not reach its capacity until 1960. 
Sec­ 
retary of War Davis declared last April that the 
traffic through the canal could be quadrupled by 
building additional locks and opening the canal 
to traffic after six o’clock in the evening. 
The cost of building a third set of locks at Pan­ 
ama would be $100,000,000, whereas the Nic­ 
aragua canal cost would be a billion dollars. 
From a strategic standpoint we will quote a 
reliable observer who says that "once we succumb 
to the strategic complex we will be tempted to 
annex half the earth.” 
Again, the whole ten­ 
dency in 
international relations for the past 
fifty 
years has been to place internationally important 
arteries of commerce under the control of inter­ 
national commissions. 
The Suez Canal, in 1888 
by the Convention of Constantinople, was pro­ 
tected for the nations by an international guar­ 
antee. 
Freedom of international commerce for 
Kiel Canal is guaranteed by the Treaty of Ver­ 
sailles. 
An international commission authorized by 
the Treaty of Lausanne supervises the Straits of 
the Dardenelles. There is no point, from a strategic 
angle in burdening ourselves with two canals which 
eventually will become 
the concern 
of all 
the na­ 
tions and over which we 
will have no jurisdic­ 
tion. 
There are those who believe that the p ro p o n e n ts 
of the Nicaraguan Canal are more concerned with 
gaining control over Nicaragua than with the canal. 
We predict that the days will develop interesting 
facts.

While Dr. Wilbur’s training has been mainly 
in medical science and education, the many and 
great services he has rendered both the State of 
California and the nation, and the uniform good 
judgment he has shown in the many responsible 
positions held, make him an outstanding figure 
amongst public men. 
California is proud of Dr. Wilbur even though 
he is not a native son. 
He was born in Iowa in 
1875, his college and university work was done 
here and in Germany, and he has been identified 
with the scientific and social welfare work of the 
state for the past thirty years. 
He has also been 
prominently identified with national medical bodies 
as well as a trustee for the Rockefeller Founda­ 
tion. 
He will bring to the work of the Interior depart­ 
ment. a splendidly trained mind and a keen, whole­ 
some judgment for the many important decisions 
to be made in that department. 
It is hoped and expected that the other mem­ 
bers of the President’s official family will be equal­ 
ly efficient and well qualified.
